He 
added that the United States is 
prepared to do everything it can 
"within safe limits, that will be 
helpful arid effective'." 


2. Fidelity to the United Nations. 
"We shall not forget our obliga- 
tions under the charter, nor shalL 
We permit others to forget theirs." 
3. In carrying out its obligations 
to achieve 
world 
stability 
and 
peace, the United states is deter- 
mined "to remain strong". 


4. The problems of countries in 
the western hemisphere are differ- 
ent in nature from those of Europe 
and cannot be relieved by the same 
means, but "will be approached 
by us with the utmost good faith 
and with increased vigor in the 
coming period." 


Mr. Truman's address highlight- 
ed the closing session of the con- 
ference at which delegates have 
hammered 
out an unprecedented 
defense pact binding the Americas 
tn inint action in ca<=o of firmed 
attack on any peaceable nation in 
the hemisphere. 


Signing of the treaty by the 19 


participating nations, in President 
Truman's presence, was arranged 
for this afternoon in Rio De Janei- 
ro's Itamaraty palace, home of the 
Brazilian foreign ministry.

2. Fidelity to the United Nations. 
"We shall not forget our obliga- 
tions under the charter, nor shalL 
We permit others to forget theirs." 
3. In carrying out its obligations 
to achieve 
world 
stability 
and 
peace, the United states is deter- 
mined "to remain strong". 


4. The problems of countries in 
the western hemisphere are differ- 
ent in nature from those of Europe 
and cannot be relieved by the same 
means, but "will be approached 
by us with the utmost good faith 
and with increased vigor in the 
coming period." 


Mr. Truman's address highlight- 
ed the closing session of the con- 
ference at which delegates have 
hammered 
out an unprecedented 
defense pact binding the Americas 
tn inint action in ca<=o of firmed 
attack on any peaceable nation in 
the hemisphere. 


Signing of the treaty by the 19 


participating nations, in President 
Truman's presence, was arranged 
for this afternoon in Rio De Janei- 
ro's Itamaraty palace, home of the 
Brazilian foreign ministry.

4. The problems of countries in 
the western hemisphere are differ- 
ent in nature from those of Europe 
and cannot be relieved by the same 
means, but "will be approached 
by us with the utmost good faith 
and with increased vigor in the 
coming period." 


Mr. Truman's address highlight- 
ed the closing session of the con- 
ference at which delegates have

4. The problems of countries in 
the western hemisphere are differ- 
ent in nature from those of Europe 
and cannot be relieved by the same 
means, but "will be approached 
by us with the utmost good faith 
and with increased vigor in the 
coming period." 


Mr. Truman's address highlight- 
ed the closing session of the con- 
ference at which delegates have 
hammered 
out an unprecedented 
defense pact binding the Americas 
tn inint action in ca<=o of firmed 
attack on any peaceable nation in 
the hemisphere. 


Signing of the treaty by the 19 


participating nations, in President 
Truman's presence, was arranged 
for this afternoon in Rio De Janei- 
ro's Itamaraty palace, home of the 
Brazilian foreign ministry.

He laid down a four point Ameri- 
can foreign policy under which he 
said the United Stztes will pursue 
the quest for peace with no loss 
persistence and no less determina- 
tion "than we applied to the quest 
for military victory."

1. Under the Marshall plan, he 
said, America intends to do its 
best "to provide economic help to 
those who are prepared 'to help 
themselves and each other." He 
added that the United States is 
prepared to do everything it can 
"within safe limits, that will be 
helpful arid effective'." 


2. Fidelity to the United Nations. 
"We shall not forget our obliga- 
tions under the charter, nor shalL 
We permit others to forget theirs." 
3. In carrying out its obligations 
to achieve 
world 
stability 
and 
peace, the United states is deter- 
mined "to remain strong". 


4. The problems of countries in 
the western hemisphere are differ- 
ent in nature from those of Europe 
and cannot be relieved by the same 
means, but "will be approached 
by us with the utmost good faith 
and with increased vigor in the 
coming period." 


Mr. Truman's address highlight- 
ed the closing session of the con- 
ference at which delegates have 
hammered 
out an unprecedented 
defense pact binding the Americas 
tn inint action in ca<=o of firmed 
attack on any peaceable nation in 
the hemisphere. 


Signing of the treaty by the 19 


participating nations, in President 
Truman's presence, was arranged 
for this afternoon in Rio De Janei- 
ro's Itamaraty palace, home of the 
Brazilian foreign ministry.

He laid down a four point Ameri- 
can foreign policy under which he 
said the United Stztes will pursue 
the quest for peace with no loss 
persistence and no less determina- 
tion "than we applied to the quest 
for military victory."

1. Under the Marshall plan, he 
said, America intends to do its 
best "to provide economic help to 
those who are prepared 'to help 
themselves and each other." He 
added that the United States is 
prepared to do everything it can 
"within safe limits, that will be 
helpful arid effective'." 


2. Fidelity to the United Nations. 
"We shall not forget our obliga- 
tions under the charter, nor shalL 
We permit others to forget theirs." 
3. In carrying out its obligations 
to achieve 
world 
stability 
and 
peace, the United states is deter- 
mined "to remain strong". 


4. The problems of countries in 
the western hemisphere are differ- 
ent in nature from those of Europe 
and cannot be relieved by the same 
means, but "will be approached 
by us with the utmost good faith 
and with increased vigor in the 
coming period." 


Mr. Truman's address highlight- 
ed the closing session of the con- 
ference at which delegates have 
hammered 
out an unprecedented 
defense pact binding the Americas 
tn inint action in ca<=o of firmed 
attack on any peaceable nation in 
the hemisphere. 


Signing of the treaty by the 19 


participating nations, in President 
Truman's presence, was arranged 
for this afternoon in Rio De Janei- 
ro's Itamaraty palace, home of the 
Brazilian foreign ministry.

skeptical, even captious, mine', 
it 


was plain that Gnrson Kanin's pro- 
totype of the crude, greedy capital- 
ist in the Broadway play "Born 
Yesterday" was not the ambiguous 
character that we 
saw 
on 
the 
stage. The prototype seemed to me 
to be .Murray W. Garsson, the in- 
veterate crook who was mixed up 
with Congressman Andrew J. May 
of Kentucky, the New Deal's chair- 
man of the House Military Affairs 
Committee, in the 
historic 
war 
frauds recently proved in the fed- 
eral court. The only journalist who 
was conspicuously mixed up wilh 
Garsson was not a New Republic 
fellow, but a Collier's man, and he 
certainly was not the hero of the 
situation as- Kanin's reporter 
was. 


He was a red-hot New Dealer, to 
be sure, who made an enormous 
speech, measured by decibels, at 
the 1944 Democratic convention, by 
name Qucntin Reynolds. Mr. Rey- 
nolds made a groat profit out of 
the war as a correspondent 
and 
patriotic lecturer for large 
fees. 


Unfortunately he had to be. absent 
from many critical and uncomfort- 
able scenes of battle to keep prior 
profitable engagements made 
by 
his managers. The trial evidence 
in tho case of the people vs. Mur- 
ray Garsson and Andrew May had 
it that he got $2,000 for making a 
rapturous speech about the Gars- 
son munitions enterprises and Mr. 
Garsson's fino character. This $2,- 
000 ultimately was paid by the tax- 
payers through- their payments to 
Garsson. The relationship between 
the New Republic man and 
the 
blonde in the play was, of course, 
litrary license and invention. 


Two other congressmen 
besides 


Mr. May had had important deal- 
ings with Murray Garsson in years 
long gone by. Both are New Deal- 
ers, Sam Dickslein. of New York, 
who slid out of his cheap job in 
Congress into his political reward 
as a judge of the New York Su- 
preme Court at $25,000 a year, vir- 
tunl'v for lifp; and Adolph Sabalh 
of Chicago. Both 
are 
passionate 


anti-Nazis, of course, 
and 
both 


oddly enough, had truck with Mur- 
ray Garsson in connection 
with 
their committee work in Congress. 
Garsson was a notorious crook in 
the limited circle of those 
who 


knew him, for years and years a 
sneak and grafter and shakedown 
operator. He worked in the current 
of Dickslein's duties in the investi- 
gation of immigration frauds when 
Dickslein 
controlled immigration 
and naturalization, and with Sabath 
in the unbelievably loose and 
in- 


effective investigation of the 
so- 


called "reorganization frauds" 
in- 
volving crooked investment corpor- 
ations after the great crash. Law- 
yers and other rascals set to guard 
the wreckage made off with 
the 
salvage. It was hilarious but cruel. 
In Hollywood, this Garsson had op- 
portunities to shake down foreign 
actors working in movies, and the 
extravagant producing 
companies 
employing them. Also, in 
Holly- 


wood, and elsewhere, too, he shook 
down corporation promoters 
and 


investors in the great "reorganiza- 
tion' 
farce. One gift or loan 
of 


fclOO.OOO was hung on him in inci- 
dental testimony in another trial. 
He had a police record in New 
York all the time that 
he 
was 


working with these two congres- 
sional committees. 


Tho Herald Tribune's

nin as tho beneficiary of tho price- 
less gift of two columns of publicity 
on a Sunday is the more interest- 
ing because Donald Ogden Stewart 
is the author of the new play which 
Kriiun is producing. 


Stewart has been cited 72 times 


in the reports of the dies com- 
mittee on un-American activities 
and although he is described as a 
humorist he once blew up at an 
alumni dinner of Exoter Academy 
because another orator had warn- 
ed those present not to relax their 
suspicions of Soviet Russia just be- 
cause we happened to be momen- 
tarily on the same side in the war. 
1 ought to know. I was the other 
speaker and I refer to recent devel- 
opments as confirmation of 
mi- 
prophecy. 


Garson Kanin recently wont to 


Washington as a character witness 
for a Communist plotter named 
Lai-1 Aldo Marzani. 
alias 
Tony 


Whales, who stowed away in our 
State department under f^lso rep- 
resentations concerninj,' his person- 
al history. Marzani was convicted 
of perjury and sentenced to one to 
hree ypnrs in prison. Kanin gave 
this Communist spy a "first-rate" 
reputation "for peace and good or- 
der nnd being a law-abiding citi- 
zen." 


Kanin himself was asked wheth- 
er he had ever been a member 
or sponsor of the joint nnti-Fascist 
refugee committee. 
After 
some 


stalling on the part of this creat 
literary hero of the Herald Trib- 
une's drama section, 
he 
finally 


said he couldn't remember, but iie 
was "willing to say yes." 


Later, on re-cross-examination, 


no was asked whether this was a

Allies had driven out the Nazis. 
Fast was convicted of contempt of 
Congress and sentenced to three 
months in prison for refusing to 
reveal to a committee the records 
"f the joint anti-Fascist refugee 
committee. 


Kanin testified that he served in

was plain that Gnrson Kanin's pro- 
totype of the crude, greedy capital-

The prototype seemed to me 
to be .Murray W. Garsson, the in- 
veterate crook who was mixed up 
with Congressman Andrew J. May 
of Kentucky, the New Deal's chair-

frauds recently proved in the fed- 
eral court. The only journalist who 
was conspicuously mixed up wilh 
Garsson was not a New Republic 
fellow, but a Collier's man, and he 
certainly was not the hero of the 
situation as- Kanin's reporter 
was. 


He was a red-hot New Dealer, to 
be sure, who made an enormous 
speech, measured by decibels, at 
the 1944 Democratic convention, by 
name Qucntin Reynolds. Mr. Rey- 
nolds made a groat profit out of 
the war as a correspondent 
and 
patriotic lecturer for large 
fees. 


Unfortunately he had to be. absent 
from many critical and uncomfort- 
able scenes of battle to keep prior 
profitable engagements made 
by 
his managers. The trial evidence 
in tho case of the people vs. Mur- 
ray Garsson and Andrew May had 
it that he got $2,000 for making a 
rapturous speech about the Gars- 
son munitions enterprises and Mr. 
Garsson's fino character. This $2,- 
000 ultimately was paid by the tax- 
payers through- their payments to 
Garsson. The relationship between 
the New Republic man and 
the 
blonde in the play was, of course, 
litrary license and invention. 


Two other congressmen 
besides 


Mr. May had had important deal- 
ings with Murray Garsson in years 
long gone by. Both are New Deal- 
ers, Sam Dickslein. of New York, 
who slid out of his cheap job in 
Congress into his political reward 
as a judge of the New York Su- 
preme Court at $25,000 a year, vir- 
tunl'v for lifp; and Adolph Sabalh 
of Chicago. Both 
are 
passionate 


anti-Nazis, of course, 
and 
both 


oddly enough, had truck with Mur- 
ray Garsson in connection 
with 
their committee work in Congress. 
Garsson was a notorious crook in 
the limited circle of those 
who 


knew him, for years and years a 
sneak and grafter and shakedown 
operator. He worked in the current 
of Dickslein's duties in the investi- 
gation of immigration frauds when 
Dickslein 
controlled immigration 
and naturalization, and with Sabath 
in the unbelievably loose and 
in- 


effective investigation of the 
so- 


called "reorganization frauds" 
in- 
volving crooked investment corpor- 
ations after the great crash. Law- 
yers and other rascals set to guard 
the wreckage made off with 
the 
salvage. It was hilarious but cruel. 
In Hollywood, this Garsson had op- 
portunities to shake down foreign 
actors working in movies, and the 
extravagant producing 
companies 
employing them. Also, in 
Holly- 


wood, and elsewhere, too, he shook 
down corporation promoters 
and 


investors in the great "reorganiza- 
tion' 
farce. One gift or loan 
of 


fclOO.OOO was hung on him in inci- 
dental testimony in another trial. 
He had a police record in New 
York all the time that 
he 
was 


working with these two congres- 
sional committees.

judgment in selecting Garson Ka- 
nin as tho beneficiary of tho price- 
less gift of two columns of publicity 
on a Sunday is the more interest- 
ing because Donald Ogden Stewart 
is the author of the new play which 
Kriiun is producing. 


Stewart has been cited 72 times 


in the reports of the dies com- 
mittee on un-American activities 
and although he is described as a 
humorist he once blew up at an 
alumni dinner of Exoter Academy 
because another orator had warn- 
ed those present not to relax their 
suspicions of Soviet Russia just be- 
cause we happened to be momen- 
tarily on the same side in the war. 
1 ought to know. I was the other 
speaker and I refer to recent devel- 
opments as confirmation of 
mi- 
prophecy.

Quito, Ecuador,

The nine-day-old regime of Col. 
Carlos Mancheno lay in tattered 
ruins roday and Mariano Suarez 
Veintimilla, the reputed leader of 
a counter revolt which caused Man- 
cheno's downfall, assumed tempo- 
rary power over Ecuador. 


Mancheno resigned last night as 


counter revolutionary forces bore 
down on Quito without opposition. 
Diplomatic informants said he had 
taken asylum in the Venezuelan 
embassy and intended to leave the 
country as soon as possible. Other 
sources said he had simply dis- 
appeared.
